the fact th at the city ’s bo nded in- 
debt edness increased $230,000 dur­ 
ing the past year m ade this a phy­ 
sical im po ssibility,” said L este r in 
anno uncing 
develo pm ent 
o f 
the 
rate, which will be definitely fixed 
the first M o nday in Septem ber. 
The city, L ester po inted o ut, 
ii> 
creased its bo nded 
indebtedness 
thro ugh tw o bo nd issues—o ne to tal­ 
ling $190.000 fo r th e inter-city o ut 
fall sewer, the o ther $40,000 fo r th« 
enlargem ent pro gram a t the w atet 
wo rks. 
These two issues, which w ere o l 
vital im po rtance to th e city, go v­ 
erning as they did to a large extent 
the co m m unity’s 
future 
gro w th, 
ho wever, wo uld no t have m ade any 
g reat difference in the tax 
rate,
